Dr. Bury 
denieth that he can properly be 1aid to have Pubs 
liſhed that Book ; and again, he profeſſeth, that he 
never. denied the Divinity of Chriſt. He decla- 
reth his Faith to be no other than that of the 
Church: of Exgland ; and renounceth any word, 
which in that, or any other Book, may ſeem to 
contradia it. Yea, he thinketh manifeſt, that 
the Author of that Book is ſo far from denying the 
Divinity of Chriſt, that he plainly afſerteth it, and 
that in-many places; which for brevities ſake may 
here be omitted ; One, if a plain. one, being in 
this caſe ſufficient; And ſuch an one we meet in 
Chap; 11. inthe compariſon which he there maketh 
between the Full Aſſurance of a Chriſtian, and the 
Faint Hopes of a Heathen, in the great Article of a 
Reſarrethion, He conſidereth the great difference be- 
tween the Perſons in whom the One and the Other 
believed.

And in the particular Do- 
Arine of Chri/s Generation, whatever is irftended in 
the Naked Goſpel, is ſummed up by Dr. Wall,

About 20 years fince, the Reftorrook pity of a Coun. 
try Woman of his (one T boynaſix ) Who by marriage with 
an Idle, Drunken Fellow (one Ferdiy. Smith) was fallen 
into extremity of want: he pave her ſuch Employments 
inthe College as enabled her to maintain Him, her ſelf, 
and Children. n 

The ReCQtor, with his Wife and whole Family, ſpent.a 
good part of the Summer 1688. in Devonſhire ; he was 
obliged to be at the College at Abhalontide; thither there- 
fore he came, leaving his Family in Dewonſbire, with in- 
rent to return tothem as ſon conveniently he could, and 
winter with thetn there.

keep clean his Houſe, &«. by the week.. She ſent himtbe 
famous 4. Sparrow, whom after ſome weeks-patience he 
complainedof, and ſeid, be found he needed a better Ser- 
vant; and one that might be in his Houſe at all houys : To 
the

the ſame purpoſe allo he ſpake to. Mrs. Wes, who got 
him anacher,which when he tald Thomaſin of, ſhe diſua- 
ded bim fromtak ry eb a ates was.ill conditioned; 
and.recoammended her.own Daughtsr,who bad formerly 
been his Servant, ape. was;then at home with her 
Parents. He took her, apd being. now a Houſekeeper,took 
home one Grace Weeks, (whomat breaking up oft Houſe, 
his Wite had put.toa Boarding-School in the Town, and 
kept her in h&8Hoyſe while the Town was full of Soldiers. 

Preſently after Chriſtmsſ5,he.returned to Devonſhire to 
his Family, agd ſaon afterhis returachence to Oxford, he 
found this Woman's Husband ſo impudentas to take up- 

. on himſelf to Father a Baſtard, tho,it were plain he was 
in Cornwall when it was begotten; and to refuſe to an- 
{wer ſuch Queſtionsas the ReRor propoſed to him in or- 
der to the finding out the True-Father ; The Woman 
her ſelf alſo prevaricating in ber Anſwers, he took away 
one of her Places, ing to deprive her of the other 
alſo, if her Husband would not undergo examination up- 
on his-yoluntary Oath, or otherwiſe diſcover rhe True 
Father of the Baſtard ; and after ſome months time was 
as good as his word, notwithſtanding ſomethrears which 
were brought him fronrher, of ſamething that ſhould be 
{worn againſt him. A | 

Whea his'Lordſhip came with ſuch an high.hand to 
vilit the Coliegop0d everyone doomed the Rector to ex- 
pulſion ; whether inhope of favour from the Future Re- 
Qor, or an itch of revenge. upon the Preſent, or to gratify. 
their good Mafter Colmer ; or whatever other Reaſon, 
the Mother, Daughter and Son, combine to diſgrace and 
ruine-their Old Mafter.

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This good Family have negleQed no means to 
get ſome ſtrengthning to their own ſuſpeted Te- 
imonie , they have hunted about the Country, 
to try if by any means ſome one that had lived 
in hisFamily might be brought to Witneſs againſt the 
Dottor Particularly Joan Richardſey, the Siſter of one 
Elizabeth Terry, told one Elizabeth Auſtin that Tho- 
maſin Smith came to her Mother and her, to en- 
uire where the ſaid Betty Terry lived, and asked if 
they thought ſhe could fay any thing againſt 
Do@or Bury, which if ſhe did, ſhe ſhould be well 
rewarded : But the ſaid Foaw told the ſaid Elizabeth 
Auſtin , that ſhe would not tell the particular re- 
ward which was offered.

When Oxford was rather a Garriſon than an Uni- 
verſity, he did his little to+ſerve King Charles I. by 
labouring inthe Works, and watching in the Guards, 
as a Souldier in the Univerſity Regiment. When 
the prevailing Party ſent Viſitors to the Univer- 
fity, he refuſed to ſubmit, and for that, and. read- 
ing Common Prayer in the Chappel, was driven 
out of Townby a file of Muſquetiers. ( What ma- 
lignant Star viſited this poor mans Birth, that He 
only ſince the Creation of the World ſhould be 
twice expelled out of the ſame Colledge for the 
ſame Crime (I ſhould have ſaid Merit ) faithfulneſs 
to his Duty. ) 

Thus expelled from his Fellowſhip, he went in» 
to the Country, where with his ſequeſtred Father, 
without -any fiful complyance with the proſper. 
ing Party, he weathered out that troubleſome time. 

Upon Reſtauration of :he Kingly Government, 
he was proftzred preferment more than eight times 
the value of this Re&orſhip : But juſt in the __ 

ome 
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ſome of the Fellows (whereof one was Mr. Pays- 
ter, his new elefted Succeſſor )- made complaint to 
the then Biſhop of Exeter (Doftor Ward) that 
the Reftor muſt be removed, or the ge ru- 
ined. The preſent Re&or was by a Friang; per- 
(waded that it wonld be a very meritogjous Work 
if he would take the place: It was contiived that 
be ſhould quit his proffered preſerment, part \where- 
of ſhould be given to the ReQtor in exchange for 
his Retorſhip: In this agreement-.the Society of 
the Colledge had not been conſulted, and when 
it came to be put in pradtice, would not” conſent 
to it, none more oppoſing it than Mr. Paynter, who 
thereby loſt the pleaſure of ſeeing a ReQor expelled. 

Tit preſent Rector therefore the Biſhop 
to leave him to his former courſe : He ſaid-he was 
ready toexchange a Preferment that would main- 
tain him, for one that would need mainterlance 3 
but he was loth thereby to purchaſe an uneaſie life 
among thoſe that would hate him for it. The 
Biſhop was too far engaged to retire , expreſſed 
great anger againſt the now ReCtor for mention- 
ng it, and brought him to the Arch-biſhop (She/- 
don ) who promiſed, that when he had done this 
good office, he ſhould not be long left in the 
place. He was therefore conſtrained to fubmit to 
be cleted upon the King's Mandate. 

This made bim lookt upon as .an enemy to the 
priviledges, not of this Colledge only, but of the 
whole Univerſity : And though in the One by his 
Converſation and Conduct, he overcame this pre- 
judice, yet he fandeth himſelf not pardoned by the 
Other. Ss 


Thus in recompence- for having been baniſhed 
out of his Colledge tor Loyalty, he was baniſhed - 
D 2 


into 
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into it for Generofity ; obliged to add three pence 
of his own to every penny he received for his 
maintenance in that Station; wherein notwith- 
ſtanding, he fat down contented, without the leaſt 
endeavour for advancement. 

And as for his behaviour in that coſtly place, this is 
the ſum of his Socinianiſm and ArbitraryGovernment. 
He publickly in the Chappel told the w hole Colledg, 
that by the Canons of the Church , they were 0- 
bliged to bow at the Name of Feſus; and whereas 
formerly there had been only annual Communi= 
ons at Eaſter, he male them monthly, himſelf al- 
ways Conlecrating. Tis 

Whereas they uſed in ruſtick manner to ſit when 
Plalms were reading, he aſſumed not Arbitrary Pow- 
er to Command, but Perſwading ſome of the beſt 
enclined to joyn with him. ; by his own and their 
example he ſhamed the reſt, and fo brought all to 
ſtand up. Whereas there had uſed to be a Pfalnr 
in rhythm ſung after the Chapter, he cauſed the 
Hymns regularly to. be read - And hoping to 
get -them ſung as they are in ſome Colledges in 
' Cambridge at his own coſt ſet up an Organ: in the 
Chappel : But this deſign failed, partly for want of 
maintenance for an Organift , partly becauſe the 
company joyn not their voices when- there is one. 

This is the true account. of his indifference to. 
Orders in the Chappel, objeed by the Libeller. . 

Then for Dillblne in point of Maznyers : Where- 
as Tutors had long negle&ed to bring their Pupils 
to Prayer in their Chambers, or take, any other- 
account of them at night, by which negle& they 
| had free liberty to be drunk : To ſupply this de» 
tect, he propoſed to the Society , and had their 
conſent, ta have Prayers in the Chappel at nine of- 
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the Clock z where by having a view of every cne 
thar was preſent, anda Note of every one that was. 
abſent ; and by exaQing an omeat the reaſon for 
which the abſent were ſo, he immediately effe&ted 
a viſible change in point of Sobriety, which conti- 
nued till this Viſitation did not only Slacken but 
quite Break the reins of Government, and then the 
young mentook liberty to be more debauched than. 
ever, and in gratitude joined together againſt the 
Ruler and. other Officers. For a&conomy, he found. 
the Colledg plunged in debt, but had now not only 
freed it from debt, but ſtocked it with ſome Money. 
to defray the Expences which our Patron doth now 
neceſſitate us to undergo. His own Lodging was 
ſo unhabitable , that he was fain to hire the Houſe 
which his Predeceſſor (Dr. Prideaux) built, defign- 
ing to leave it to his Succeſlors, but neceſlitated to 
leave it.toa Daugater. He fo altered and enlarged 
it, as to double his Lodging, and make it ſuitable 
(at leaſt) to the quality of the Inhabitant. ' 

Colledg- Chambers were ſo ſcarce and bad, that: 
a Fellow muſt have ſix or ſeven Juniors before he 
could have one free to hiraſelf, as every one now 
hath by raiſing a Pile of Building upon a diſgrace- 
fal waſte corner. This was done partly by Contri- 
butions of Gentlemen-that had formerly been of 
the Colledg, partly by. Entrance-money of Fellow- 
Commoners with conſent of the Society, partly by. 
rhe Reftor's own. | 

And for a further reception- of young Gentle- 
men,. and augmentation of the ReQtor's Mainte-= 
nance by the Rents, out of his own Purſe he add 
ed an <qual Pile of Buildings adjoining thereto. 

Thus hath this unhappy Man ſpent and been 
ſpent about five and twenty years, to the impove» 
riſhmeat. 
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riſhment of himſelf, as well during the whole courſe 
of his Government, as at his firſt entrance upon it ; 
and hiv love to his Colledg is ſo unalterable, that 
however grievous it may ſcer to leave thoſe ad- 
vantages to a Competitor, which he purchaſed tor 
his lawful Succeſlors; yet he would rather do it, 
than be an occaſion of —— his beloved Col- 
ledg by an expenſive defence of his right, were 1t 
not a greater damage to it, to be ſpoiled of its Pri- 


viledges than to ſpend its Money.
